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BRITISH TRADE WITH CROWN 
COLONIES. 


(Daily Prese, 12th February.)

There has always been the feeling that’ 


every other nation takes more active interest 
in its own comnuierce than the British Gov- 
ernment does; and this complaint is now 
being directed especially to the case of the 
Crown Colonies. It is possible that the 
grumblers are given to exaggeration in many 
ways; but we are very glad to see that 
these not insignificant portions of Empire 


are at last to attract their fair share of 


public interest. If it should lead to the 
remodelling or re-organisation of the Crown 
Agents’ Office, the rejoicing would, be great. 
There have been, as we have previously 
remarked, too many cries of “wolf,” and 
it may well be that the agitators have thus 
unwittingly defeated their own ends. At 
any rate, we read in really representative 
journals of recent date that many home. 
staying British have felt “ surprise” on 
discoveriug that so much of the import and 
3xport business and currying trade with the 
Crown Colonies has been allowed to pass 
into foreign hands. The reasons are readily 
found. The influence of the Crown Agent 
system is actively noxious on the one hand, 
and on ths other it is notoriously power- 
less for good. Practically no officially 
orgenised effort has been made to stimulate 
British trade in these directions. The 
Evening Stardard points out that any 
detail trade report of value to any business 
man in his works and office deating with 
these markets has not been issued in Great 
Britain for scveral yeurs past, and yet the 
United States have considered it of 
sufficieut importance to print and publish 
reports ofa mest explicit and inforuning 
character froin their representatives, des- 
cribing the methods of and opportunities 
for business prevailing in our Crown 
Colonies, the system of credit and 
payment in use, and such other points 
ag practically assist business men, We 
have often quoted these reports, show- 
ing how well the American manufacturers 
aud exporters are kept informed of lucrative 
openings for enterprise. “ The capacity of 
these tropical markets is not generally 
realised. ‘They import over £100,000,000 
worth of goods annually, and export raw 
materials and foodstuff to the value of over 
£80,000,000 ; the total population is‘estima- 
ted at 36,000,000, and the necessities of 
these peoples increase every year as they 
come more and |more under the influence of 
modern civilisation.” Yet less than one 
third of those imports (about £30,000,000) 
are sent from the United Kingdom, and 
only a little over a third of their exports 
returns to the country under whose direct 
control these cglonies are. It is entirely 
due to faulty management. There is too 
touch “ politics,)’ and ton much sell-interest 
at the back of jt. In the less easy-going 
constituencies of America, they would long 
ago have raised! the cry of “graft.” It is 
also stated that|the British companies that. 
monopolise, so far as British shipping only 
is concerned, the carrying trade from and to 
some of these Colonies charge freight rates 
out of all propartion to those ruling where 
British trade really flourishes. It 1s stated 
that the rates for certain classes of goods 
are higher to West Africa than they are t 

South Africa, which is nearly double the 
distance. There seems to be another factor, 
also, a very natural one, but one that would 
be defeated if there were British officials 
detailed to collect and forward the sort of 
information that American and German 
consuls publish, That is the few firms who

H.M.S. «DRHADNOUGHT. ”

new battleship Dreatlnought at’ Portsmouth 
on February 10th, deserves more attention 
than it is likely tojreceive just now, when 
the midds of the community are so full of 
royalty} and racing. It'was no ordinary 
event ip British nayal history, and it does 
not depend for its) interest upon the.mere 
fact that the new/warship happens to be 
the greatest in the world. The Fleet Annual 
and Naval Year Bok for 1906—a new and 
valuable publicatign, by the way, from the 
Westininster Presg— cescribes the event as 
“the /sensation of the year.” It is barely 
thtee} years since/ a vessel on similar lines 
was discussed as dn ideal battleship for the 
British fleet. 
JuLgs Verve like ideala are realised, but 
ip the case of the/Dreadnought, the ideal has 
been} actually surpassed. 
CUNKB2ETI dreamed of a seventeen thousand 
ton ship with twelve 12in. guns, armoured 
with 12in. plating, and having the speed of a 


cruiser. He a.ked if it were possible to 
provide these things.

TROUBLE EXPECTED IN CHINA. 


; (Daily Press, 16th February) 

There has been a great deat of talk lately 
about America fushing troops to Manila 
in expectation of/ trouble in China, and our 
telegram to-day} probably has connection 
therewith. Nojone regarded the matter as 
anything more sprious than a yellow news- 
paper scare, until the American Government 
took the trouble to deny that any extraordin- 
ary movement of troops was contemplated. |: 
Upon this, naturally, the assumption was | 
that there must be “something in it.’” 
Assuming that there have been reasonable 
causes for this American nervousness — 
which, by the way, is apparent at nearly 
all the Treaty Rorts—what was their nature? 
It night have been only a kind of * bluff,” 
t» remind official China of the possible conse- 
quences of a continuation of the boycott;

that theory cannot account for. We may 
say ut once that there ave apprehensious 
of another anti-foreign rising ; and that the 
first alaruins have come from the religions 
missions ic the interior.

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THE LATE MR. BRUCE SHEPHERD, 


The death at Sidmouth, Devon, of Mr. Bruce 

' Shepherd, was briefly announced in the Daily 
Press on the 13th inst. It is not yet twelve 
months since Mr. Shepherd left the Colony, on 

. furlough, and although he was looking ill when 
he went away, the sad news was nona the less 


shocking to the very large number of friends 
and admirers in the Colony. 


Mr, Shepherd was born on Sapt 9th, 1844. 
His connection with the Hongkong Civil Service 
dates from August 14th, 188%, when he was

| On February 9th the Colony was agog with 


‘on the tiptoe of expectation. The P. & O. steamer 
Dongola bringing the Royal visitor was com- 
paratively near,and the community had prepared 
ifeelf todo H.R H. honour and to receive him 
with that loyalty which is characteristic of all 
British colonies: Although the death of the 
King of Denmark had throwa the Koyal Family 
into mourniog and necessitated the deletion of 
the more guy and festive events from the 
reception: programme, ithe greeting accorded 


- Prince Arthur of Connaught was of the heartiest 


nature and must have been ageeeable to His 
Royal Highness. 

It is interesting to note that this is the 
fourth occasion in the Colony that it has been 
honoured by the presence of Royalty. The first 
was in 1869 when the Duke of Edinburgh spent 
a fortnight here, the second was in 13*1, when 
Ptinces Albert Victor and George spent 
Christmas in Hongkong, and the third was in 
1890 when the parents of our present R > al guest, 
the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, visited the 
Colony for a few days.

ofS INTERESTING SEQUEL. 

It may ba remembered that the Mixed Court 
trouble arose out of a cise in whivh a Chinese 
“lady” from Chungking was charged with 
taking a number of young girls to be sold as 
slaves, The Chinese magistrate proposed to 
remand her in Chinese custody; the British 
- authorities wished to keep her in the custody of 
the British police. 

The ostensible cause of the Chines: popular 
indignation was the presumption of the 
foreigners in thinking to detain a great lady. 
Mrs. Li was said to be a Cantonese lady of high 
degres, ralict of a high official. She was said 
to be taking his body and effeo's home to 

Canton, under a special passport from the 
Taotai of Chungking. Tho slave girls whom 
she was supposed to have kidnapped were 
represented to be the customary retinue of a 
great lady. 

The Consular Body were persuaded that a 
mistake had. been made, and requested the 
-Bhanghai Municipal Council to withdraw tho 
prosecution, aud release the lady, This was 
done, without, however, avertiag the trouble, 

It now appears that Mrs, Li’s release wa: a 
‘great mistake. The only true part of her story 
was that she was ao official's widow. Lut that 
offic’al was a petty one, of the ninth grade, 
occupying the insignificant post of wedyuan at 
Chengtu. The property she carried was not 
his (he died poor) but her father-in-law's, the 
said father-in-law having thus dispossd of his 
effects preparatory to a fraudulent bankrup'cy. 
_ Her “speciil passport” was afler all nothing 
more than the usual.Customs check for baggage 
passing by water; it took no cognisauce of her 
or of the membora of her party. The Chung- 
king people are annoyed about her father-in- 
law's fraudulent bankruptcy, as his indebted. 
ness in Chungking was Ts. 19,000, and in 
Shanghai TJs. 30,0). They assert that the 
woman was not only helping this fraud, but 
that the girls she had with her were for sale for 
immoral purposes, even though she cime by them 
honestly (z.e., by purchase). The W.-C. Daily 
News, to whom we are indebted for tho facts, 
comments: It was very well understood at 
the time that the fracas at the Mixed Court was 
prearranged by the Chinese, and that the case 
of Mrs. Li was used as -the necessary pretext. 
It is very unlikely that Mr. Kuan, the magis- 
trate, did not know her real rank aud position, 
but of course it suited the local officials Yo make 
much of her at the moment in order tu rouse 
the indignation of the Chinese community 
against the high-handed action of the British 
Assessor and the police. It is tv be hoped that 
this will be a lesson to the Consular Body and 
others not to be so ready to interfere with the 
regular action of the government of the Sattle- 
mont. It was their ill-judged interference 
which encouraged the organisers of the fracas 
at the Mixed Court to follow it up by a riot,

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co.’s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
8th February, 1906, statek :—Advices from the 
country are coming in but/slowly, and as very few 
of the merchants have put ‘in an appearance as 
yet, there is little of interest to report. The 
dealers are still busy wifh their enquiries, and 
amougst themselves a considerable quantity of 
goods of all descriptions are changing hands. 
This movement is felt by importers in the way 
of m@re active clearances; but fresh business as a 
rule jis impraclicable, owing to the wide dis- 
crepancy between prices nuling here and the cost! 
of replacing. There are jhopeful rumours of.a 
big demand for Manchurig as soon as Newchwang 
in open to navigation, though the latest advices 
received from that port]are not very glowing. 
ba ayaa of navigating the Gulf owing to the 
ice, dnd the enormous expé¢nse of transhipping and 
forwarding via Chingwantao, have curtailed the 
shipments by that route very considerably this 
winter, so the markets shpuld be in all the better 
position .to receive fresh supplies. A notable 
feature of the week has been the berthing of a 
British steamer for Corda, and the satisfactory 
manher in which her space bas been taken up. 
The dealers, however, declare they have no en- 
couraging advices, but are shipping because the 
goods were bought fer farly delivery this. year, 
and that it all depends oh the out-turn what their 
further action will be. ‘he gouds are chiefly the 
well/ known heavy Manthester shirtings. The 
River markets are doing very little as yet. Money 
is a and cheap, which enables operators to 
pry up for their purchases, but goods are going 
very} slowly into consjunption. Some heavy 
eleanances are badly wanted to relieve the con- 
gested state of the Wharves and Godowns. The 
ham¢ inarkets are just as strong as ever in spite 
of the decline in Amefican Cotton, which was 
5.864. in Liverpool on the Gth, but the price in 
op has since comp as 10.86 conts for “ July 


option.” Egyptian on the other hand is firmer, 
the fatest quotation being Rid., with an upward 
tendency. She Manchester market is away above 
igs and except fur a ffew small lines of Fancy 
(rools it is quite impossible toconnect. The New 
York market is equally strong, but some buyers 
there have taken the! bull by the horns and 
secured some thousands of bales of Standard 
Cloths for delivery dpring the last quarter of 
_this lyear, the indenters here, a new Piece Guods 
Honp it is said, figuying ona much higher ex- 
change by the time thdy arrive. ‘lhe export from 
Manchester last inonth to Hongkong and China 
amounted to the enormous total of 63,000.00 
yards of Plain Cottons. The yarn shipments to 
this pert were 1,200 bales. The market for yarn 
has heen quiet but gteady, while native cotton 
shows sigus of weakness. Re-export to the 
Yangtsze Ports for the last nine years :—This 
shows little or no development in the trade 
with Chinkiang, Wuhu and Kiukiang, while 


with Hankow a great falling off is noticeable as 


compared with 1303 and 1904, during which years 
the trade was evidgntly overdone in the vai 
anticipations of what/the railways was going 
do for it.
